616 Oncidium Rogersii x Oncid,Flexosum. Named Oncid. Java. Long 
lasting flowers,prolific bloomers. Small plants at $2.50 each.

These types of Miltonias that look more like Oncidoums,the 
flowers open one at a time and are in flower over a long peroid.

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RARE AND UNUSUAL VARIETIES OF 
CATTLEYAS AND LAELIAS AND OTHER ORCHIDS 


Please read this paragraph before ordering plants from this list. 


The plants listed on this pege are newly imported plants which have 

been potted for several mounths and are becoming established but will 
require good growing conditions to bring them to condition to flower. 
We do not recomend newly imported plants for beginers,but offer these 
to experienced persons who have the proper conditions and know how to 
eare for them. We do not have many of any of these varieties as they are 
hard to find and expensive to import. We will not ship any of these 
before spring 1953 anc then only when the new growths are sufficiently 
hardened up to ship without too much rish of damage. 


Laelia Cinnabarina; Plants grow from 6 to 13 inches tall and bear 
from six to a dozen 2% to 3 inch flowers in Cinnabar-red during the 
spring mounths. Plants with one or more leads at $7.50 eache 


Laelia Harpophy}la; Plants 12 to 18 inches tall,bears spikes of 4 or 
more three inch flowers of Bright Orange-Red color with a white edge 
on the lip of some types. Plants with one or more leads at $7.50 each. 


Cattleya Bictbor; Stems of these are from 2 to 3% feet tall. bears 
several flowers of medium size ranging in color from green to bronze~ 
green,some types are spotted with purple dots,other types are without 
the spots. pea color varies from Lavender to purple. Single lead plants 
at $10.00 each. 


Cattleya Granulosa; Stems up to 20 inches tall,bears flowers of 
Yellow-green spotted with red,lip yellow or yellow-green spotted with 
red. Very usful and ususual variety. Plants at $10.00 each. 


Cattleya Leopoldii. Some types of these grow up to four feet tall and 
produce lagre spikes of from five to twenty-five flowers from three 

to five inches in diameter,in several color combihations varying from 
yellow-green ,nile-green to bronze-green and other shades,some $Fypes 
being dotted with red or purple dets. Lip colors from lavender to purple 
Two sizes of plants available,Smaller size up to 2 feet tall at $10.00 
Large size plants up to four feet tall at # 15.00 each. 


Cattleya Forbesii; Plants from 12 to 15 inches in the tallest types 
bearing small yellow flowers up to three inches wide in the best types. 
Simular to Cattleya Harrisonae in habit of Growth. $7.50 each. 


Sophronitis Grandiflora; These are real minature plants growing only 
about three inches tall,bearing flowers from 2 to 3 inches in diameter 
(a few larger) of rose-red,scarlet to carmine~purple flowers. Plants 
with one or more leads at $500 each. 


Oncidium Rogersii; The Golden Dancing Lady Orchid. Plants 6 to 10 inches 
tall bearing tall spikes of beautiful golden colored flowers shaped lik: 
a dancing lady with a large ruffled skirt. Single lead plants at $5.0

Cattleya Intermedia. Plants from 12 to 24 inches tall bearing whitish to 
lavender pink flowers about 4 t> 4% inches in diameter. usually four to 
six on a spike. Good keepers when cut. Plants from $5.00 to 7.50 each: 


Cattleya Harrisonae; Simuler to the above except the flowers have more 
of a round shape and the pekals are wider. various shades of lavender- 
pink to violet purple.(not marked as to color). Very profitable cut- 
flower type. large plants sometimes bear as many as 15 flowers per spike. 
Plants from $5.00 to 10.00 each according to size, (Summer) 


Cattleya Loddegessii. Like the above except they flower during the 
Winter time. $5.00 to $10.00 each according to size. 


Cattleya Warnerii. Summer producers of regular Cattleya type flowers, 
Mostly in the darker shades. Bulbs tend to spread out unless tied up 

while growing. Does not do well in some parts of this country. Summer 
flowers,usually during June. $5.00 each. 


Odontoglossum Citrosmun; Sometimes called Odont. Pendulum. Plants 

about 15 inches tall producing drooping spikes of beautiful round white 
to pale pink flowers,as many as twenty to the spike,heavy textured and 
wonderful cut flowers avaraging three inches accross. Plants at $7.50

Lycaste Aromatica. This is usually not used as a cut-flower altho 

they could be if there is a demand for small yellow corsage flowers. 
Plants about 2 feet tall producing from 12 to 20 golden-yellow flowers 
about 2% to 3 inches in diameter from each new bulb. Does not need as 
much heat as cattleyas,can be grown with Cymbidiums. Flowers last long 
on the plant and fairly well when cut. Plants from $2.50 to $5.00 each 


Miltonia Hybrids. These are the Well known Pansy Orchids. We have a 

few Mature plants,mostly in white shades with colored markings at $10.00 
each and a few smaller plants to flower within the next year or two in 
several different crosses at $5.00 each. These are no good as cut-flowere 
but last up to six or seven weeks on the plant and are very attractive. 


Epidendron Hybrids. The lapel Orchid. Plants grow from three to four 
feet tall and produce spikes of up to 75 flowers from 1 to 14 inches 
in diameter. We have about 20 different colors of these and offer them 
at offshoot plants with roots ready to pot at 4200 1.00 each orfour 
for $3.00.
